TENS of thousands 
of people lined the 
streets of North¬ 
ampton on Monday 
as the town played 
host to the arrival of 
the Olympic Torch in 
the county. 

Huge crowds turned 
out to see the once-in-a- 
lifetime event as a suc¬ 
cession of torch bear¬ 
ers in their distinctive 
white dress made their 
way across the town, 
from Weedon Road down 
through St James and 
up into the town cen¬ 
tre, circling the Market 
Square before running 
up a packed and cheering 
Abington Street and then 
continuing its route out 
of Northampton via Bed¬ 
ford Road. 

Organisers said 

more than 40,000 people 
watched the Torch as it 
passed through the town. 

The runners included 
young sporting talent, 
Hollie Coupland, aged 16, 
23-year-old Harry Barrett, 
who still coaches rugby 
despite having been diag¬ 
nosed with a spinal cord 
tumour and Paul Dav¬ 
ies, from the Always a 
Chance charity set up in 
the wake of the killings of 
James Kouzaris and his 
friend James Cooper in 


Florida last year. 

Later the torch moved 
to the north of the coun¬ 
ty visiting Kettering, 
Wellingborough, Corby, 
Isham and Geddington. 

Mayor Roger Conroy 
joined a crowd of thou¬ 
sands outside the Guild¬ 
hall to watch the torch 
pass through the town 
centre on Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

He said: “It was ab¬ 
solutely brilliant and I 
think it was just what 
Northampton needed. 

“The town put on a re¬ 
ally good show and eve¬ 
ryone had a really good 
time, despite the weath¬ 
er.” 

Among the crowd at 
the Guildhall was the 
MP for Northampton 
North, Michael Ellis, 
who delayed a trip to the 
House of Commons so he 
could see the torch pass 
through his home town. 

He said: “It was mag¬ 
nificent and it really 
showed Northampton in 
its best light. 

“It was wonderful to 
see so many thousands of 
people line the streets to 
watch the procession. 

“And I saw dozens of 
people running from one 
street to the next to keep 
up with the torch, which 
was fantastic.”

Sex crimes drink link 


SEXUAL offences fuelled by 
alcohol are worse in North¬ 
ampton than most areas of the 
country, figures show. 

The Local Alcohol Profile 
for England shows there were 
43 sex crimes in the town in 
12 months where either the 
victim or the alleged criminal 
were drunk. 

Along with Corby, North¬ 
ampton was rated as signifi¬ 
cantly worse than the national 
average. 

Northamptonshire Police 
said yesterday it would ana¬ 
lyse its own data, but empha¬ 
sised that the offences were 
likely to have taken place 
during nights out rather than 
rapes by strangers, which 
were “very, very low”. 


Patterns of alcohol-fuelled 
sex offences suggest they 
are more likely to happen at 
times when people have more 
money, such as pay days, and 
are therefore more likely to go 
out. 

Christmas has been recog¬ 
nised as a peak time in the 
past, but officers have also no¬ 
ticed a spike during summer 
months in recent years. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Steve Lingley said: said: “Al¬ 
cohol plays a part in many 
crimes, like fighting and do¬ 
mestic abuse because it makes 
people more vulnerable, 

“But we can infer patterns. 
Nicer evenings mean people 
tend to stay out longer and 
drink more.”

Former 400m runner Derek 
Redmond has officially 
launched an Olympic torch 
parade which includes vis¬ 
its to every school in North¬ 
ampton. 

The 46-year-old, who was fa¬ 
mously helped round the track by 
his father after he pulled his ham¬ 
string in the 1992 Barcelona Olym¬ 
pics, gave an inspirational speech 
to more than 500 primary school 
children at The Racecourse, be¬ 


fore the torch procession headed 
off to Fairfields Special School. 

The battery-operated torch 
will be carried by pupils to all 68 
schools in Northampton during 
the next two weeks and plaques 
commemorating each school’s 
involvement will be displayed at 
each site. 

Mr Redmond said: “I think this 
is great for the kids and it is al¬ 
ways nice to attend an event like 
this. 

“I talked to them about my ex¬ 


perience of the Olympics and told 
them that it is the best sporting 
event in the world. 

“The 1992 Barcelona Olympics 
is something I will never forget. 

“Even though they do not live 
in London, the Olympics being in 
this country still offers a fantastic 
opportunity for these kids. 

“Everybody can get involved 
with the spirit of the event, espe¬ 
cially as it is now only one month 
away.”

A MOTHER from Northampton 
has been seen by four million 
people on the YouTube video 
sharing website with her tips on 
make-up products.

Scheme launched 


UNEMPLOYED young peo¬ 
ple in Northamptonshire 
will benefit from a new 
£1 million employment 
scheme, being launched by 
the Big Lottery Fund. 

The county is one of 21 ar¬ 
eas in the country to be giv¬ 
en a share of £100 million 
to tackle unemployment 
among 18 to 24-year-olds.

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THE backroom boys who de¬ 
cide how much their company 
can charge for a car must have 
burned the midnight oil with 
the newest Skoda. 

The Citigo is the latest model 
in a line-up that last year ap¬ 
pealed to more buyers across 
the world (and here in the UK) 
than ever and is expanding 
further with this new mid-size 
hatchback. 

So, the pricing team must 
have been getting something 
right, along with the people who 
design and engineer the cars. 

With the Citigo they were 
faced with a problem; their new 
baby is pretty much identical 
in looks to the new Volkswagen 
Up (and Seat’s Mii, for that mat¬ 
ter). 

It doesn’t take a marketing 
genius to fathom that Skoda, 
however much the brand is 
loved by owners (and it is, in 
spades) simply can’t charge as 
much as VW can for the same 


little car 


car with a different badge. 

Which ought to make the Sko¬ 
da versions of the VW Group’s 
new little car a bargain... and it 
does. You won’t save a fortune 
by choosing the Skoda, but eve¬ 
ry pound counts. 

You can get into (as they say) 
a Citigo for £7,630, while the 
cheapest Up is £7,995. That’s 
enough difference to pay for 
the first year’s insurance on the 
Skoda, at least for older buyers 
looking to downsize to some¬ 
thing more suburban-friendly 

And don’t forget that Skoda 
owners regularly top the polls 
as most satisfied with their pur¬ 
chase. 

But what about the Citigo, 
you ask? Well, it ranks with 
the Up (surprise, surprise) as 
the most grown-up little car 
I’ve driven. It really does feel as 
though the designers took a big¬ 
ger car and drew out some air, 
to shrink it. 

They took care to leave room 


for adults in the back and build 
in a boot that’s deeper than you 
might expect in a car this tid¬ 
dly 

There are two engines on of¬ 
fer, or rather the same engag¬ 
ing three-cylinder unit with the 
choice of two power outputs. 
The less energetic one is fine in 
town, and passable on the open 
road. But you do notice the dif¬ 
ference when you put your foot 
down to pass, making the £390 
price hike worth the extra cash. 

The Elegance trim level on the 
test car included alloy wheels, 
sat nav and info system, electri¬ 
cally-adjusted door mirrors and 
even heated front seats. 

There are lots of option packs 
to tempt you, from an ashtray 
at £40 (!) to a £300 safety system 
that brakes the car at low speed 
if it senses an imminent colli¬ 
sion. 

It felt odd on test (aiming 
at a polystyrene block) but it 
worked!

DAVID CAPEL was replaced as 
head coach at Northampton¬ 
shire because there was a need to 
“freshen things up” according to 
chief executive David Smith.
